DENISON, Tex., July 12.—One 
man was shot and 47 alleged strike 
breakers and four Deputy United 
State@® Marshals were attacked bv a 
mob of several hundred men, bvu- 
lieved to be strikers and sympa‘hiz- 
ers, when being marched from the 


Union Depot to the Missour!-Kansas- 
Texas shops here early this morn- 
ing. 

Sixteen of the men were kidnaped, 
hustled into automobiles, taken to 


the Red River bottoms and flogged.’ 


The others escaped. 

Four men, claiming to be victims 
of the mob, were found wandering 
along the railroad tracks at Colbert, 
Ok., this morning. 

Those who escaped from the mob 
were shipped out of Denison.

| When apprised today of Burk- 
'ham’s opinion, Miss Hesse said she 
/ would consult her attorney before 
deciding whether she would take any 
further action.

The question of contracting sheps to outsiders is net a part of the controversy so far as vou and the 
management of the [llincis Centra! System are concerned, because this railroad system has not con- 
tracted any of its shops to outsiders. The question invelved in the matter of rules and working con- 
ditiems and the order establishing rates of pay effective July 1 are the only ones at issue. Ther are not 
questions between vou and the Illinois Central System management. Thev were decided by the United 
States Railroad Labor Board and those of vou who are out om sfeike are striking against lawful decisions 
ef a branch of the United States Government. 

It goes without saving that the public welfare can2z0t permit the revecation of a decision of a govern- 
mental agency under a threat of the use of force. No patrietic citizen would expect such a thing to be 
Gene, or would hare it done. We believe that we hive the best government im the world, but rou will 
ell agree with me that it would net long so remain if its institutions could be over-ridden and set aside 
t the manmer sought by these whe are contending against the lawful decisions of the United States 
Railroad Laber Board 

The management of the Tlincis Central System believes that these of rou who are out on strike 
bave been misied. It bears no feeling of hostility toward these wher left its service. To these whe 
have remained loval it acknowledges a debt of gratitude. It feels that it has a valuable aaset in it:

July 17, 1922. may do so with the 
PeauMm Ption ef full senieorty and pensien rights and will be treated es if their service had been con 
trnuces. Those returning after that time, if accepted, wit] rank as new emplorcs. 

I trust that those of vou whe are cut will consider this matter seriousiy snd that rour action. 
whatever it may be, will turn eut te be for roger own best interests, as weil as the best interests of 
your families and these dependent upen rou for a living 

I ask these of rou who are striking te bear in mind tha®vrou accepted the decisions of the United 
States Railread Laber Beart when they were favorable te rou, and that the Miagcis Central System 
accepted those decisions which were unfavorable to it. Let me also again remim@ you that since De- 
cember, 1917. you have received three general increases in wages and that rour heurir rates of 
wages in effect at present, as fixed by the United States Railroad Laber Board, are from 40 to 1123 
per cent higher than in 1917, as follews:

We sat on a broad, soft sofa in 
the Carnegie Halli Studio with 
Jacques Danielson’s name on the 
door—Miss Hurst. as New York 
learned not long ago through her 
own dramatic disclosure, is legally 
Mrs. Danielson. although socially 
and professionally Miss Hurst. She 
told me how good an American she 
had returned—she is even an ardent 
prohibitionist, which is surely the 
200 per cent test for a born daugh- 
ter of St. Louis and an adopted 
daughter of New York.
